October 8 To 14: Sponsored By 
UNESCO; Syria Has 3 Airmails 


Bruce Conde 


a 10 mills stamp for the same pur- 


pose, Syria led the Arab countries in honoring UNESCO-sponsored In- 
ternational Museum Week (October 8-14) by placing on sale a set of 
three airmails commemorating this event, in the quantity of 35,000 sets. 

An antiquities-conscious country, whose capital city, Damascus, 
is probably the oldest continually-inhabited major city in the world, 
going back some 5000 to 6000 years to the days of Genesis, Syria chose 
to feature three of her choicest National Museum or National Treasure 





Thus, on the 20pi gray low 
value, we see a clay tablet on which 
is impressed, some 3500 years ago, 
the world’s first phonic alphabet, in 
the cuneiform script of the Phoeni- 
cian city-state of Ugarit, at Ras 
Shamra, near Syria’s modern major 








It is in the form of an ABC copy 
book tablet, prepared for some 
long-forgotten Ugaritian school boy. 
What is interesting is that it is ar- 
ranged in the order later adopted 
by the Greeks, who, with different- 
ly-shaped letters, passed it along to 
us. 


This lends substance to the legend 
of Phoenician Prince Cadmus’ 
carrying the precious alphabet to 
Greece as a cultural contribution 
in connection with his founding the 
city of Thebes as a Phoenician 
colony in Greece. 

The Phoenicians of Syria and 
Lebanon were the world’s first 
great traders, with colonies and 
trading posts as far away as Scan- 
dinavia, Britain, France, Spain, 
North and West Africa, and a Red 
Sea-Indian Ocean trade route to 
India. They found Egyptian hiero- 
glyphics and Mesopotamian cunei- 
form syllable writings too cumber- 
some for their commercial accounts 
and boiled down both systems to 
short phonic alphabets, principally

Prepared for issue in July, but 
not generally available in most 
Middle East stamp circles until 
October due to the hulaballoo about 
the Scout Jamboree sets and sheets, 
and the Suez Canal Nationalization 
issue, were Egypt’s sports topicals 
commemorating the Asia-African 
Games at Cairo.

Festival, Cairo, July, 1956’’. 

The high value shows a globe, 
again featuring the map of the 
areas involved, with an Olympic 
torch in the background and a dove 
with a laurel branch in the fore- 
ground, with same inscriptions as 
on the low value.

Colors and denominations 
are 3 Cruzieros prussian green,

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A Philatelic Mystery 


A Mr. Stanley W. Hope of Jones Town, P. O., St. Andrews, Jamaica 
has sent me five copies of one of the WAR STAMP overprints of Jamai- 
ca. The stamps are Scott No. MR9, or Gibbons No. 75. As is well known 
to most specialists in the stamps of Jamaica there are numerous minor 

ait ale , varieties in this overprint. These are prin- 
cipally varieties having to do with what the 
catalogues call a ‘“‘stop’”, meaning a ‘“‘per- 
iod’’ being misplaced. 

After examining the stamps in ques- 
tion, just five copies, I am wondering by 
what method the overprinting was done. I 
also question the name “‘stop’”’ or ‘‘period’’ 
for I do not believe that any “stop” or 
“‘period’”’ has been used on these stamps. 

I would prefer to call it a ‘‘dot’’, a 
t “dot”? of some nature altho the location 

of the mark leaves one with the belief that 
it could be the head of a tack. 

It is for this reason that I am perplex- 
ed as to the method by which these over- 
; prints have been applied. 

: The natural and easiest way would 
: have been to set Linotype slugs or to set 
the overprints on a Monotype Machine. The

used as it would be the poorest way to do the work on account of the 
softness and brittleness of the metal. ‘ ss 

We note-in the catalogues mention such as “S inserted by hand 
or ‘‘stop inserted and P impressed a second time.” Now if any letters 
were inserted by hand this means that either a Monotype was used as 
this would be the simpler way in which any letters could be inserted 
by hand. Linotype slugs could have been cut in two and a letter insert- 
ed, but this would hardly be done. Certainly if any letters were in- 
serted, by hand then an electrotype or a sterotype could not have 
been used. : 

However, as I have stated I am perplexed as to just what method 
was used in making these overprints because they have all the ear- 
marks of being from electrotypes, yet why resort to such a method 
when the Linotype or the Monotype would have been the most simple 
and least expensive method. Now I have said that these overprints 
have all the earmarks as being from electrotypes. This is true in re- 
gard to the dots that appear in between some of the letters. I am 
calling them dots because they can not be an ordinary ‘“‘stop” or 
“‘period’”’ as they are called in the catalogues. A stop or period must 
line up with the base of the letters. These dots are between letters 
and rest midway between the top and bottom of a letter or may be 
right in the letter itself. 

From Mr. Hope I haye five copies of this stamp as per numbers 
mentioned. One is with the dot between the T and the A of STAMP. 
This same overprint shows one of these dots squarely in the center 
of the lower central points of the letter M. Another stamp shows a dot 
between the W and A of WAR and this dot is midway between the top 
and bottom of the letters. 

It is impossible that the dots referred to above can be stops or 
periods. The logical belief would be that these overprints were elec- 
trotypes and that the dots are the heads of tacks. yet this would be 
such a foolish way to have done the job of overprinting these stamps 
that I can hardly believe this is the solution. 

To me, these stamips present a mystery that is quite interesting. 
It may be that someone, somewhere, has solved this problem, but if 
they have I do not believe that either of the catalogues reveal the solu- 
tion. The only book I have on Jamaica is the old Melville Book and 
of course, this book was published before these stamps were issued. I 
believe the solution as to what has caused these dots would be a very 
interesting study. 


An Auction Buyer's Comment 


Commenting on our editorial of October 15 as regards the sale of 
a 10c 1847 cover for over $400 at auction, and which cover was said to 
be a fake for which the auction house refused to refund beacuse the 
terms of sale were not complied with, Mr. T. W. Ward of Fallbrook, 
Calif. has this to say. 

“You state in your editorial that you believe the auction house 
which sold the cover is within its rights in refusing adjustment. Per- 
haps so technically; but ethically it is something else.” ..... ‘ 
must apologize for making this letter so long, but I did want to make 
clear one collector’s opinion. Those of us who buy at mail auctions can- 
not see the stamps and so are dependent entirely on the auctioneers’ 
statements. If we can not rely on those, it is unsafe to bid. I do not 
blame any auctioneer for being taken in by a forgery or fake, but I 
do not believe that the loss should be passed on to the buyer no mat- 
ter how long it takes him to discover the fraud.” 

This is but one of.several letters commenting on this matter but 
Mr. Ward seems to express best the general opinion. We of course 
subscribe to this also, Our editorial was based merely on the technical 
side of the matter but as is expressed above, we believe that the ethi- 
cal side is the one that should be followed, for these things can causé 
dissatisfaction that can do much damage to the auction business. I 
could have quoted the entire letter from Mr. Ward Wherein he points 
out similar incidents principally by British auction houses and by some 
that were Coin dealers, wherein refunds have been made after many 
months after a sale, one involving a sum of $280 for a gold coin which 
was declared a fake. 


Some More On The Same 


In my own humble. epinion, Mr. Stanley B. Ashbrook, of Fort 
Thomas, Ky. is the best informed man and has more knowledge about 
early U. S. stamps and early U. S. Postal History, than anyone else in 
the world. Mr, Ashbrook has made this his life study and has a library 
and laboratory unequaled anywhere, relative to these subjects. 

When I first learned of Lot Number 152 in the H. R. Harmer, 2nd 
sale of the Caspary stamps, and the final claim that the cover was a 
fake which was sold to .... for a sum of over $400, I tried to pre- 
vail upon Mr. Ashbrook to induce the buyer to demand a refund of his 
money and to make the matter public. This, either Mr. Ashbrook or 
the buyer refused to do. 

My mention of this sale in my editorial of October 15th has brought 
some reaction from Mr. Ashbrook which is worthy of commenting on. 
As is well known to a great many collectors, especially that group that 
is. able to buy and does bvy. fine quality, higher priced stamps, that 
Mr. Ashbrook maintains a letter service through which he issues what 
he terms the “‘ASHBROOK SPECIAL SERVICE” letter which covers

1956 Mr. Ashbrook makes some comment concerning this particular cov- 
er as well as other faked covers which he has examined. I think that 
since he has made this matter public, through his Special Service 
Letter that we might comment on it here and quote what he has to say. 


“AGAIN THE 10c ’47 KALAMAZOO COVER” 
“A FRAUDULENT COVER IN THE CASPARY SALE’ 


“In an editorial by George W. Linn in Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
issue of October 15, the writer discussed this unfortunate incident where- 
by a prominent specialist in the 1847 Issue suffered a loss of over $400 
because of the refusal of the lawyers handling the Estate to refund 
the purchase price. Mr. Linn made this comment, quote ‘The whole 
fault is with the buyer who should have made his claim according to 
the terms of the sale and it is beyond question that he would have been 
granted extra time to try to authenticate the item.’ (unquote) That 
statement is true but the fact is that the buyer never for a second sus- 
pected there was anything wrong with the cover. He was well satisfied 
with his purchase and it never occurred to him to ask for time to in- 
vestigate the cover. It was not until my thorough investigation proved 
the cover to be a ‘faked item’ that he realized he had purchased a 
faked item. The fact remains that regardless of the terms of the sale, 
the Caspary Estate had not been settled, that this cover was sold by 
the Estate as genuine—the buyer surely bought it as such—and it. is 
thoroughly dishonest on the part of the Estate to refuse to refund the 
buyer’s money which was obtained through misrepresentation.” 

Mr. Ashbrook then goes on to relate incidents wherein the late Dan 
Kelleher of Boston sold a certain 30c 1869 cover in the Emerson sale 
and many months after the sale the cover was pronounced fraudulent 
and Mr. Kelleher refunded the purchase price. 

Incidentally this same 30c 1869 cover is a feature of the Herst sale 
to be sold at FLOREX in West Palm Beach. It has been pronounced 
genuine by the Philatelic Foundation Expert Committee, yet Mr, Ash- 
brook brands it a fake. 

Commenting further on the ethics of auction houses Mr. Ashbrook 
refers to the late Percy Doane with these words. ‘‘The late Percy Doane 
was also that way and he never stood on any printed ‘Terms of Sale’ 
in his catalogues. Percy had a reputation for honest and ethical deal- 
ings that was absolutely beyond reproach. Perhaps times have changed 
and ‘Terms of Sale’ are of far more importance today than ethical 
dealings.”’ 

This of course leaves us right in the position we took at the 
beginning of this discussion. Technically, the Estate was within its 
rights, based on Terms of Sale, but Ethically and Morally- the Estate 
is wrong and practicing this kind of business will in the end bring in- 
jury to the auction trade, far greater than the amount involved.

It’s time to go over the FIPEX 
Souvenir Sheet again. I have pre- 
viously covered small differences 
which seem to get collectors all 
steamed up in believing they have 
a scarce item. 

Each week I receive at least ten 
letters which tell me that the cor- 
respondent has a souvenir sheet 
with a blue tint, or a red, or a pur- 
ple, or is just bone white without 
any tint. 

To explain this we must look 
briefly at what is involved in print- 
ing from engraved plates. The 
plate has the lines of the design 
cut into it. Its surface is smooth

UN Human Rights 
Day, December 10 


The United Nations Postal Ad- 
ministration announced that the 
first day of issue of the set com- 
memorating Human Rights Day 
will be December 10. 

The stamps are in the 3c and 
8c denominations, and were de- 
signed by Rashid ud-Din of UN 
Graphic Presentation. The com- 
mon design depicts a flame, sym- 
bolizing human rights, illuminat- 
ing the globe. 

A printing order for three and 
a half million 3c red and two 
and a quarter million 8c blue 
stamps has been placed with the 
manufacturer, Thomas de la Rue 
and Co. Ltd. of London, England. 
The stamps will be_ horizontal, 
measuring 27 mm x 40 mm, and 
will be issued in sheets of 50, 
with marginal inscriptions read- 
ing “Human Rights 1956” ap- 
pearing twice at the top and 
twice at the bottom of each sheet. 
The stamps will be placed on 
sale at face value at UN Head- 
quarters. New York and at the 
European Office of the UN in 
Geneva at the prices established 
for that office on December 10. 
In London, the stamps will be 
available to dealers only, against 
payment in sterling. 

Detailed instructions as to the 
procedure for obtaining first day 
covers of the new stamps are:— 
1. First day service is only

Separate orders for mint stamps 
will be accepted, and should be 
addressed to the UN Postal Ad- 
ministration, United Nations, New 
York. It should be noted that in 
respect of mint orders, there has 
been a change in the procedure 
to be followed by customers re- 
quiring marginal inscription 
blocks of UN stamps, whereby 
a minimum of 10 stamps must 
be purchased for each marginal 
inscription desired of any com- 
memorative issue, in 3c and/or 
8c denominations. 

Collectors should also remem- 
ber to allow for return postage 
and registration when necessary 
in their remittance.

2. Persons desiring first day 
cancellations of the stamps may 
send in a reasonable number of 
addressed, unstamped envelopes 
to the UN Postal Administration, 
United Nations, New York. 

3. The outside envelope must 
be clearly marked “First Day 
Covers — Human Rights.” 

4. Remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed must 
be enclosed in either money or- 
der or certified check. Personal 
checks will not be accepted, nor 
will postage stamps. Customers 
are urged not to send cash 
through the mail. 

5. The denomination and quan- 
tity of stamps to be affixed 
should be clearly marked in pen- 
cil in the upper right*>hand corner 
of each envelope.

There are some mighty red faces 
in England these days! The new 
1957 Commonw2alth Catalogue for 
the first time lists Canadian pre- 
cancelled QEII stamps, the highest 
quotation shown being $1 for the 
lc, Scott #325, overprinted with 
three pairs of thin lines. This list- 
ing led some philatelic writers to 
comment that they had thought this 
precancel a dandy little item all 
along and how much difficulty they 
had encountered in securing their 
copy. 

It now turns out that there never 
was such a precancel! At the risk 
of rubbing it in, if this stamp does 
not exist how did the Common- 
wealth editors arrive at the figure 
of $1? 

A Scottish Member of Parliament 
has asked the British Postmaster- 
General to issue a commemorative 
in honor of Robert Burn’ birthday 
on January 25. To anyone familiar 
with British policy regarding G. B. 
commemoratives, it will come as 
no surprise that this suggestion 
will not bear fruit. Of all countries, 
Russia recently released a Robert 
Burns pictorial! 

Scott’s listings on the Gibraltar 
KGVI set #107-17 are worse than 
useless, but many an alert collec- 
tor has turned this to his advantage 
when rummaging through the stock 
of a dealer who does not possess a 
Gibbons or Commonwealth cata- 
logue. An uninformed dealer may 
well sell you some of the good 
varieties on the basis of Scott’s 
and here are some of the buys 
that can be gotten if you are not 
only persistent, but also lucky: 

Scott #109, perf 134% mint; Lon- 
don retail $10. 

#110, perf 134% mint, watermark 
sideways, a scarce coil stamp; 
London retail $75. 

#111, perf 14 mint, London re- 
tail $6; the same item used, Lon- 
don retail $2. 

#112, perf 14 mint, London retail 
$6; the same item used London re- 
tail $1.25. 

#113, perf 14 mint, London retail 
$3; the same item used, London 
retail $1.75 (this isn’t a bad item 
perf 13% either, selling at $1.50 
mint and 75c used). 

#114, perf 13% or 14 mint, Lon- 
don retail $5; the same item used, 
either perforation, $3. 

#115, perf 14 mint or used, Lon- 
don retai! $8; the same item perf 
13%, mint or used, $2.50. 

#116, perf 14 mint or used, Lon- 
don retail $5. 

The —ondon magazine ‘‘Stamp 
Collecting’ recently published the 
following interesting little story 
by its Pacific correspondent T. C. 
Lonie about the Tokelau Islands. 

“Collectors in Britain have won- 
dered why registered letters from 
the Tokelau Islands bear local can- 
cellations but the Apia, Western 
Samoa, registration label. This, I 
am sure, is because there are no 
registration facilities at Tokelau. 
When postal facilities operate at 
all, it is only for about six times 
a year. The number is a little vari- 
able, depending on the availability 
of a small ship to go. The difficulty 
was underlined by the tragic dis- 


appearance of the Joyita last year. 
Then there is a very occasional 
special air flight by the R.N.Z.A.F., 

usually to take up officials for in- 
spection, but mails are carried on 
these flights. So postal duties must 
be left to persons who are poorly 
qualified to do any business. 

“Perhaps the work will be done 
by the local wireless operator (a 
post maintained to enable urgent 
messages—say, re health), but not 
always. The old 44d. has a picture 
of a house in the background, and 
in just such a one on this same 
atoll I once saw the ‘‘postmaster’”’ 
sitting like the figure in the fore- 
ground of the stamp conducting 
business—at least, I think that was 
what he was doing! 

“He had one or two exercise 
books, one of the them containing 
some stamps. I wanted to buy 
about a £1 worth of these, and 
sent for them. My money came 
back with a message to the effect 
that he hadn’t enough stamps, and 
not enough change. The fact is 
that the Postmaster at Apia, be- 
cause of the lack of -facilities, 
keeps stamp stocks in the Tokelaus 
at a strict minimum. Why stamps, 
then? 

“Well; I think the answer is 
largely political. Samoan stamps 
could not be used as Samoa is a 
Trust Territory and the Tokelaus 
a direct New Zealand Dependency, 
but quite different from either Niue 
or the Cook Islands, many hun- 
dreds of miles away. I don’t think, 
however, that the N.Z. Government 
ever really considered the stamps 
as a source of revenue. The an- 
swer, I think, was that some postal 
arrangements were required; some 
stamps were required. 

“Three values were printed, and 
the whole business forgotten until 
first the Coronation one came in 
because every other N.Z. depen- 
dency had one, and finally the 1/-. 
surcharges because a keen young 
man recently appointed Tokelau 
Officer really wanted to boost a 
native handcraft industry with a 
parcel post outlet. Unfortunately, 
he disappeared in the Joyita.” 

Thank you for some fascinating 
comments about this little-known 
territory, Mr. Lonie! 

There are surprisingly many lady 
dealers in the British stamp trade, 
including some substantial opera- 
tors. Their advertisements often 
show a distinctive touch that can- 
not fail to attract attention. 

A few weeks age we mentioned 
the use of bi-sected British 2d post- 
age dues due to a temporary short- 
age of 1d dues. A cover of this 
nature just fetched 10 pounds, $28 
at a H. R. Harmer London auction. 

India is considering two com- 
memorative stamps or sets of 
stamps for 1957: One to mark the 
centenary of the Indian Mutiny, the 
other to honor the centenaries of 
the Universities of Bombay, Cal- 
cutta and Madras, all founded in 
1857. 

Always remember that the mar- 
ket value of used QEII Pound val- 
ues is subject to a great deal of 
variation. For example, while a 
nice copy of Aden’s top value is 
a sound buy at full face value, 
$2.80, even though used and cur- 
rent, Pound stamps of populous 
and commercially active colonies 
such as Nigeria or Sierre Leone 
can be picked for around half face 
value or a little above that. 

The second-rarest KGVI variety 
and by all odds the rarest item 
in this field that is not classified 
as an error, Grenada Scott #136, 
2%d ultramarine mint, was re- 
cently sold in London for $406! Be-

1948-WHAT DID IT COST? 
PART Villa 


1948 — This is the big year. If 
many of you are familiar with the 
overtures of Rossini’s operas, the 
great Italian composer, you will 
recall from his brilliant and me- 
lodic overtures that many of them 
start out gently sweetly and softly. 
So was the beginning of 1948. In- 
sofar as the Post Office Depart- 
ment was concerned this might 
have been another ordinary year, 
with a reasonable average output 
of new commemoratives.. All the 
issues that will be discussed in the 
first part of this year proceeded in 
the manner of the normal, quiet 
and average year. In terms of 
what is to follow in tater sections 
of the 1948 issues, we will finally 
reach a crescendc that will begin 
in the middle of the year and reach 
its height in the last couple months, 
as in the climax of Rossini’s mov- 
ing and stirring overtures. 

In presenting the cost analysis of 
this year, we will try to present 
just about all the pertinent data 
to give you as much of a picture 
as possible. This time we are in- 
cluding the first dates of issue, as 
well as the number of impressions 
printed from each plate. The latter 
can be helpful, to some degree, in 
that it helps account for the rise 
and value in price of certain com- 
memoratives over others. As we go 
along, the symptoms will become 
more pronounced. 

Here is the first group of stamps 
of 1948. We will attempt to discuss 
briefly, and point out some of the 
most conspicuous highlights in my 
extensive experience with them.

able that on the Swedish Pioneers, 
being a 5c denomination and re- 
ceiving considerably less use in the 
mails, the number of impressions, 
although appearing smaller than 
the rest of the issues listed today, 
it is still quite a bit more in terms 
of how long they would last be- 
fore being consumed. 

When as. many impressions are 
printed as you see for these, a dif- 
ference of 25,000 from one pair of 
plates to another is hardly enough 
to make the plate numbers from 
the lower group scarcer than those 
which had the larger number of 
impressions. The reason is that 
there are so many plate blocks 
available of the smaller printing 
that the only difference is that the 
plates that had the larger were 
merely more plentiful than the 
others. 

Now for some highlights on cen- 
tering. This is the best time to ex- 
plain a point which, in my opinion, 
all good and serious plate block 
collectors should know and with 
which they should be more fami- 
liarized. This is « situation that 
plagues many collectors who are 
excessively centering conscious, 
and in a larger sense the plate 
block dealer who is the beneficiary 
of many of these complaints, much 
to his chagrin and his helpless 
position to relieve the collector and 
himself. 

What I want to do is to bring to 
your attention the outstanding and 
glaring examples where specific 
numbers and positions were con- 
sistently coming through off center 
and in other instances where the 
general centering condition of some 
stamps are well below the average 
and normal standard expected 
from these commemoratives. 

Perhaps what may be of interest 
to most is on what basis these ob- 
servations have been made. It is 
one thing to read information that 
would be of interest to you and 
that which you may care to know. 
You may want to know the degree 
of reliability of this information 
and on the extent of experience in- 
volved so that you may know what 
brought about these conclusions. 

First of all, I can tell you that the: 
observations came from selected 
sheets out of the Philatelic Agency. 
Secondly, we handled from 400 to 
500 sheets, and upwards in some 
cases, of each position, in every 
plate number, of every stamp.

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strong Arab kingdom, similar to 
Petra, arose in control of the trade 
routes between Mesopotamia-Per- 
sia and Mediterranean. 

With its own fanciful script, a 
form of Aramaic, the language of 
Christ, and an exotic architecture 
showing Greco-Roman motifs 
fluenced by Parthian, Arab and 
Egyptian traits, the Palmyrene 
state reared beautiful temples, pal- 
aces colonnaded streets and tower 
tombs throughout the desert metro- 
polis. 

The lintel of the Temple of the 
Sun shows an Egyptian-type hawk 
flanked by two Roman eagles, iden- 
tified at the bottom as ‘‘Lintel of 
the Temple of Bel Shamin (Palmy- 
ra)’’. This is one of the show pieces 
of the mysterious city of ruins to- 
day. 

Palmyra was finally overrun and 
destroyed by Emperor Aurelian af- 
ter Zenobia had _ temporarily 
flitched from him the whole Roman 
Orient as well as Egypt, and had 
proclaimed herself Empress of the 
East, with her son Wahab Allat as 
co-sovereign. 

These are only a smattering of 
Syria’s rich archaeological treasure 
trove, and we fondly hope that fu- 
ture international useum Week 
festivals may inspire additional 
stamps showing more of the coun- 
try’s outstanding museum pieces.

Schumann Stamp From 
East Embodies Error 


Someone in East Germany 
made a fatal blunder — a blunder 
moreover which was not discov- 
ered until it was too late. On 
July 21 the postal authorities re- 
leased two attractive stamps for 
the centenary of the death of 
Robert Schumann, well-known 
composer. 

Their design (by Kurt Sigler) 
shows a portrait of Schumann, 
in the background some bars of 
music. 

But alas — the music is not by 
Schumann, it is by Schubert! To 
be precise, the notation, taken 
from a manuscript is a setting of 
Goethe’s poem “Wanderers Nacht- 
lied” (the night song of the 
wanderer), which was set to 
fnusic in D-sharp by Schubert. 

The text makes this perfectly 
clear, because the words visible 
on the musical interpretation 
clearly show the beginning of the 
Goethe text “Der Du... (von 
dem Himmel bist) Doppelt mit 
Entzucken (fullst)”. There is no 
doubt about it. 

To save any further blushes, 
the stamp was withdrawn, but 
promptly! It had a life of 48 
hours, but in those two days, 
all trade orders and first day 
covers were looked after. So a 
fair quantity, perhaps about 25% 
of the total edition, is available. 


Those Blocked Values 


In my last column, I strongly 
denounced the East German sys- 
tem of quasi-compulsion, which 
virtually forced collectors to join 
the “Kulturbund” if they wished 
to obtain their own stamps. In 
fairness, I must here give (in 
translation) the reply from the 
East German export agency, to 
whom I had put a similar point 
of view. Over the signatures of 
Messrs. Wermuth and Zschoch, 
the “Deutsche Buch-Export und 
Import G.m.b.H.” of Leipzig C.1, 
Leninstrasse 16, write: 

“Referring to the _ so-called 
blocked values, we would like 
to state the following: It is hard- 
ly customary that the postal ad- 
ministration discusses with the 
philatelists of any country the 
proposed editions of their postage 
stamps. You yourself state that 
a printing of 750,000 copies is 
hardly a true restriction. In any 
event, the post office continues 
to supply all collectors who are 
registered at the philatelic ser- 
vice, and likewise all dealers. 
Thus there is no reason to be- 
lieve that collectors are forced 
into membership of the ‘Kultur- 
bund’. Everywhere where stamps 
are collected, philatelic organisa- 
tions exist, and one of these — no 
more — is represented by the 
Philatelic Section of the Kultur- 
bund. In addition, the Kulturbund 
is an independent organisation 
tied to no party.” 

I would have been glad to let 
this reply stand. However, two 
things must be made perfectly 
clear. First, that the restriction 
to 750,000 copies, whilst it may 
be adequate for small countries, 
is not enough to go around a 
17 million population. 

In addition, the real quarrel 
lies not with that figure, but 
with the restriction to three 
copies which the individual col- 
lector can obtain. There are 
something like 35,000 registered 
collectors, and possibly an equal 
number affiliated with other 
groups. Between them they would 
absorb about a quarter of a mil- 
lion stamps internally. The oth- 
er two-thirds of the printing is 
set aside strictly for “hard cur- 
rency” sales against a fabulously 
expensive rate of exchange. 

Secondly, it may be very easy 
to claim, and prove on. paper, 
that the Kulturbund is non-po- 
litical or at least not affiliated 
to the ruling party in East Ger- 
many, which calls itself the 
S.E.D. — “Sozialistische Einheits- 
partei Deutschlands”; or Social- 
ist Unity Party of Germany. 

It should however be made 
clear that as there is no effec-

tive opposition to the govern- 
ment, all officially permitted or- 
ganizations must of necessity be 
in accordance with the aims and 
objects of the government, which 
has the power to ban and destroy 
any which may fail to agree ab- 
solutely to its dictates. 


Germany P.S. Issues 
Fine Magazine 

From Werner W. Ruthenberg, 
556 S. Lansdowne Ave., Yeadon, 
Pa. comes “The German Postal 
Specialist”, the first mumber 
which has reached me. Not sur- 
prising since I only recently: 
joined the German P.S. I must 
say it’s a very well-produced and 
capable journal, and indeed it 
ought to be, for the Society is 
under the presidency of Major H. 
L. Halle, who has perhaps done 
more to propogate German phil- 
atelic affairs in the United States 
than anyone else. 

I would just like to quote a 
few most significant sentences out 
of their ‘“Fipex” report, addressed 
to (presumably disappointed) ex- 
hibitors. ‘Let me console some 
exhibitors of the newer materials 
or of specialized collections”, 
writes ‘Weru’. 

“Remember the majority or 
nearly all members of the jury 
are old-time collectors who do 
not keep up with the times, and 
actually have very little knowl- 
edge of the newer issues, their 
history and their philatelic inter- 
est. Unfortunately also too many 
judges consider any material after 
1900 as ‘junk’.” 

It all goes to confirm what has 
been written in many a leader 
in this journal and elsewhere 
about “Fipex” and its doings. 
Frankly, I am not surprised. 


Collecting Locals 

Just to mention some pre-1900 
material, on this page is a pic- 
ture of an old-time German ‘“Cor- 
respondence” card, a local de- 
livery card of the “Letter and 
Printed Products Expedition 
Berlin”. It came to me as a 
complete surprise, tucked away 
in a recent number of “Merkur”, 
the journal of the 
for Private Posts and Allied Col- 
lecting Subjects.” 

There were two of these, be- 
quests left to the Association by 
a member, and they are presented 
free with issues of their maga- 
zine. And what a flavor these 
old cards have! One is printed 
with announcements on the re- 


verse — “Best Pennsylvania Pe- 
troleum at cheapest prices”, “W. 
Spindler’s Laundry and Dye 
Works”; or “Otto Weber — spe- 


cialist for mourning and _ half- 
mourning — large stock of black 
silk materials”. 

Just to date this card, to the 
early 70’s of the last century, is 
a printed note to the effect that 
the advertisement rate for 1/6th 
page on 5000 cards is only 10 
Thalers, and the subcription to 
the “most valuable advertising 
medium”, a journal called “Ber- 
liner Burger-Zeitung”, could be 
had for 15 Silbergroschen month- 
ly. The circulation of the maga- 
zine? 15,000 copies! Compare it 
to Linn’s 52,000 printing. 

Alas, the Thaler is no more, 
nor is the Reichsmark which suc- 
ceeded it, the Rentenmark and 
new Reichsmark which came 
after, and the Deutschmarks — 
23c apiece — are only a shadow 
of the substantial gold currency 
of yore. Those were the days 
when a mail carrier considered 
himself well-paid on 60 Marks a 
month — worth one assumes ten 
times that figure today.

European material in Germany, 
and thus we welcome the new 
Part II (countries L-Z) of the 
Michel catalogue. Unfortunately 
the same criticism applies to this 
as can be levelled at Part I of 
the work, unequal editing. 
Perhaps we are so spoiled by 
the superlative work put in (over 
generations) on the European sec- 
tion of Michel’s that when it is 
not so perfect or comprehensive 
overseas, we are inclined to take 
a dim view of it. The fact re- 


mains that for local sales — and 
this part contains the USA 
stamps — the Michel Overseas 


is the only West German work 
available. 

Some of the countries have 
been treated thoroughly, evident- 
ly with the aid of collectors’ 
groups, whilst on others, the in- 
formation is summary and none 
too complete. 

Prices have been out on the 
actual Deutschmark basis, which

saves a lot of tiresome conver- 
sion, but the editor’s knowledge 
is still deficient for certain coun- 
tries. 

Well, no one can hope to be 
omniscient, and Mr. Hamecher, 
who has taken on truly a hercu- 
lean. task, deserves congratula- 
tions on having carried it to a 
reasonably successful conclusion. 
Let us hope that specialists in 
Germany will rally to his help 
and thus still further raise the 
standard of quality which we 
have learned to associate with 
the name of Michel. 


Thematics Club 


One of my readers, Mr. Pen- 
nigsdorf of Chicago — has writ- 
ten with a request. to mention 
the existence of the newly created 
Foreign section and New Issue 
service of the “Deutscher Max- 
imaphilatelistenclub”.

support. To form a lively and 
active group under such a grave 
handicap is truly worthy of the 
finest traditions of philately, one 
of the few ways of keeping in 
touch with the world if you are 
virtually immobilized. 


If your interests lie that way, 
I suggest that you might like to 
obtain your German covers and 
maximum cards direct from the 
German Club, which can be con- 
tacted via Albert Neef, Weiher- 
strasse (14b), Buchau am Fed- 
ersee, West Germany.

AUSTRALIA. Due to changes in 
the postal rates, a 4 pence stamp 
instead of a 34d will be issued on 
October 31 for the Olympic Games. 
The 4d will be carmine and will 
show the Arms of the City of Mel- 
bourne. The other values of the 
Olympics will be: 742d blue (South- 
ern Cross and hand clasping the 
Olympic torch); 1/- brown blue, 
green, and yellow (Collins St.); 2/- 
blue, yellow, gray-violet, and rose 
(view of Melbourne from across 
the Yarra River). 

CHINA (Communist). On October 
1 four stamps were issued showing 
reproductions from bricks, of the 
Tung Han Period, which were re- 
cently excavated. The values are: 
4 fen olive-green (salt production); 
4 fen blue-gray (house building); 8 
fen brown-gray (hunting and farm- 
ing); and 8 fen purple-black (car- 
riage and bridge). 

CUBA. Honoring Benjamin 
Franklin, a 12c brown airmail was 
issued on October 5. The design 
bears a portrait of Franklin with a 
kite, printing press, cracked Li- 
berty Bell, and the tower of Inde- 
pendence Hall. 

ICELAND. The values of the 
“Northern Countries’? stamps of 
this country are 1.50Kr. red and 
1.75Kr. blue. They were released 
on October 30. 

JAPAN. The Saikai National 
Park has been publicized with the 
issuance on October 1 of two 
stamps. One, a 5 yen reddish-brown 
shows the Osezaki Promontory, 
and the other, a 10 yen hlue shows 
the Kujukushhima. 

On October 1 a 10 yen lavender 
stamp was released commemorat- 
ing the 500th anniversary of the 
founding of Tokyo. It shows a 
scene outside the Imperial Palace. 

NORTH BORNEO. Four stamps 
were issued on November 1 to 
commemorate the 75th anniversary 
of the founding of the old Charter- 
ed Company of North Borneo. The 
10c stamp is lake, the 15c brown, 
the 35c deep green, and the $1 steel 


blue. 

PHILIPPINES. Two _ stamps 
honoring the University. of Santo 
Tomas will be issued on November 
13. The values will be 5c brown 
and sepia, and 60c sepia and violet. 
The design is the same on both 
stamps and shows the present Uni- 
versity. 

SEYCHELLES. ‘‘La Pierre de 
Possession’’ will be depicted on two 
stamps to be issued on November 
15. The 40c value is ultramarine 
and the 1 rupee black. A portrait 
of Queen Elizabeth is part of the 
design. ta

This stamp was printed through 
four different issues. Each is taken 
as a study in itself with the varia- 
tions pertinent tc each ‘pane the 
subject of a detailed study. Identi- 
fication is made by stamp with the 
difference from normal described 
in understandable text. 

Philatelists who like the research 
offered by several of the Australian 
stamps will appreciate this effort. 
Guidance is clear and the picturing 
of certain varieties make for intel- 
ligent use of the study.

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Philately Has A 
“Kiting” Problem 


H. B. Wheeler 


It is time someone spoke out 
for the collectors of this country 
concerning the problem of phil- 
atelic “kiting”. Kiting is a man- 
euver whereby a person, or firm, 
makes available to himself or it- 
self funds which do not belong 
to them. There are devious meth- 
ods used and outside of the phil- 
atelic field it is usually accom- 
plished by false manipulation of 
bank deposits. 

The philatelic kiter works dif- 
ferently and in a safer environ- 
ment. The regular kiter writes 
the checks and takes the risks. 

The philatelic kiter lets the col- 
lectors write the checks and takes 
little if any risk. He is difficult 
to detect until you have become 
his victim. 

He advertises stamps or phil- 
atelic supplies for sale. He always 
requests cash with order because 
that is the key to his_ success. 
Sometimes, although not always, 
his merchandise is well under the 
competitive prices prevailing. 
Sometimes, although this might 
be difficult to prove, he probably 
doesn’t have the merchandise at 
all. 

Then when the remittances roll 
in he may have several hundred 
or several thousand dollars in 
orders he cannot fill. Instead of 


making an immediate refund he| Ind 


just keeps the money to re-invest 
in stock. Your nice letters of in- 
quiry are ignored. When you get 
a little more insistent he insti- 
tutes the stall technique. This con- 
sists of a letter advising that he 
expects to have the material soon 
and it will be sent to you. 

All the time he’s kiting your 
money, using it as operating cap- 
ital against your expressed will 
and to his -gain. Finally after 
weeks or even months he returns 
your refund, or he may send the 
material. In either case he has 
made available to himself funds 
which do not belong to him 
against the expressed will of the 
person or persons sending him 
the money. 

There are several facets to this 
technique. One is to advertise 
material upon which the collect- 
or has an option to return if he 
is not satisfied. His advertisement 
reads “satisfaction or money re- 
funded”, or he may state that the 
money will be refunded if the 
merchandise is returned within 
a certain time. Then when the 
material is returned he _ waits 
weeks before refunding your re- 
mittance. 

The kiting of collectors funds 
in this country reaches tremen- 
dous proportions over a period 
of one year. 

Before we talk about a solution 
this statement should be made. 
Not everyone who undersells, or 
requests cash with order, or who 
states “satisfaction or money re- 
funded” is guilty of kiting. In 
fact many fine firms might use 
one or all of these techniques on 
occasion, or regularly. 

What is the solution? It is not 
easy. We have found out that 
the words “satisfaction or money 
refunded” means absolutely noth- 
ing to the kiter. I believe a stamp 
firm should say “immediate re- 
fund if sold out’, or if the mer- 
chandise is returnable, “immedi- 
ate refund upon return of mer- 
chandise”. 

I am wondering if the philatelic 
organizations aren’t equipped to 
handle this problem. They could 
request their members to report 
guilty persons or firms. With this 
information a plan could be cre- 
ated to curtail the practice. 





Catalog For Spain, 
Colonies, Ex-Colonies 


The “Hevia Specialized Catalog 
for the Stamps of Spain”, and 
the “Hevia Catalog for the Stamps 
of’ the Spanish Colonies and ex- 
Colonies” are in their 1957 edi- 
tions. They are printed and pub- 
lished, as well as sold, by Fila- 
telica Hevia, Mayor 13, Madrid, 
Spain, the former book at 4 
Pesetas, and. the latter at 5Pts., 
plus postage. 

Both are in the Spanish lan- 
juage; prices are in centimos and 
pesetas. 

The Spain Catalog deals with a 
number of categories of philatelic 
interest ranging in scope some- 
what like the Scott U. S. Special- 
ized. The user will find many 
categories in which the general 
catalogs are lacking. 

The Colonies reference book is 
more general in nature but it 
too includes some material which 
other catalogs forego. 

Each book is bound between 
colorful card covers, is well il- 
lustrated and certainly not diffi- 
cult to use in spite of the lan-

In addition to being eminent- 
ly suited for Boy Scout topical 
collections, their execution is 
pleasing and the workmanship (by 
Egypt’s Survey Department Press, 
the best in the country) is good. 
Each stamp’s design is framed 
in the “Arab Chain” architectur- 
al and geometric motif found on 
classical Arab buildings, metal- 
work, mosaics etc. from ancient 
times down to the present. The 
Arabs have excelled in this type 
of work and in artistic calli- 
graphy since the 7th and 8th 
century Omayyad Empire of the 
Caliphs of Damascus due to Is- 
lamic bans on art showing re- 
productions of living things. 
The tiny country name, in Ara- 
bic and French, at the top is 
directly above the Scout Jam- 
boree inscription in Arabic, which 
carries both the Christian (left) 
and Moslem (right) year dates, 
i.e. 1956 and 1375, flanked by bi- 
lingual inscriptions of value. 
The 10 plus 10 mills low value 
has the ordinary Land Scout in- 
signia as its central design, the 
20 plus 10 shows the Sea Scout 
badge and the 35 plus 15 high 
value the Air Scout symbol. The 
round device in the center, be- 
tween the two stars, on each 
badge, is the special insignia of 
Egyptian Scouts, representing the 
Nile and the Lotus blossom, sym- 
bolic of Egypt’s 7,000-year Phara- 
onic heritage. 
The French inscription below 
the central design reads ‘2nd 
Arab Jamboree, Alexandria- 
Aboukir, 1956”. 
It should be pointed out that 
scouting is very popular in Arab 
countries and that in addition to 
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attending the world Scout Jam- 
borees, Arab state Scouts have 
also started holding their own 
Jamborees each year. As Egypt is 
the biggest Arab state and has 
the most Scouts, it has been the 
host country initially. 

Technically there are 22 Arab 
states, from Morocco to Iraq, but 
actually it has been difficult for 
Scouts in the British and French- 
held colonial areas to come to 
all-Arab Scout Jamborees, as the 
colonial regimes prefer to orient 
Scouting toward their-own home 
country organizations. 

However, with Morocco’s and 
Tunisia’s recent achievement of 
independence, prospects are 
brighter for all 22 states to be 
represented at future Jamborees. 
Arab Scouts are extremely pa- 
triotic, and Lebanese parents in 
Beirut have been besieging the 
Egyptian Embassy here to trace 
sons who went to the Jamboree 
and stayed to fight for the canal

A Classic Study In A Popular Field 
“The Paid Markings on the 3c U.S. Stamp of 1861" 


As the title indicates, this study is confined to one stamp, the 3c 
of 1861, and one type of cancellation, the word “PAID” with or without 
other ornamentation. In the more than 100 such marks, Mr. Linn presents 
90. with their pedigrees and places of use, not previously recorded. So it 
can be seen that quite a bit of original research went into the writing. 

The author has separated the PAID types into twelve different cate- 
gories depending on their appearance. 
with the known towns of use listed. 

An introductory chapter instructs the reader in an approach to the 
collecting of postmarks and printing terms and practices. With each book 
comes four sheets on which all the cancels are printed. These can be cut 
from the sheet and placed in the album with a cover or stamp as an illus- 
tration of the type which the item bears.

A new edition of seals was issued 
every two years from 1935 through 
1951, the majority of which were 
designed by a local artist, Hans 
Steiner, up until 1947 when it was 
necessary for him to retire due to 
blindness. 


The following issues were design- 
‘ed by Louis Koller-Keller, another 
local artist. 


From the beginning the seais 
were printed by Ringier, Ltd., of. 
Zofingen. Printings were limited 
to anticipated sales and for that 
reason most all issues are rather 
on the scarce side. 


Beginning in 1952 the canton 
levied a special tax to wage a 
drastic fight against tuberculosis 
and it was found not feasible -to 
attempt to issue and sell seals for 
this purpose so the seal sales were 
discontinued.

“‘Ruine Schenkenberg,” (brown 
and black); and ‘‘Schloss Haliwil,’’ 
(blue and black). 

Starting in 1941 four different de- 
signs were used showing pictures 
of various castles: ‘‘Bremgarten,”’ 
(violet and black); ‘‘Messerturm 
Rheinfelden,’’ (purple and black); 
“Schloss Lenzburg,’’ (violet and 
black); and ‘‘Festung Aarburg,’’ 
(purple and black). 


Again in 1943 various castles 
were shown as follows: ‘‘Schloss 
Kastelen,” (blue and_ black); 


“Ruine Laufenburg,’’’ (yellow and 
black); ‘‘Die Trostburg,’”’ (green 
and black); and ‘Schloss Wild- 
egg,’’ (violet and black).

logue, too, has its problems though 
not the same as for a specialized 
one. In this year of 1956 a new 
world-wide catalogue should be off 
to a good head start in a field of 
several other older ones each of 
which has fought and bled for its 
own system and facts. These act, 
in a way, as earlier editions for the 
new catalogue. 

hen I was asked to prepare the 
manuscript for the Manchukuo sec- 
tion of the new Minkus catalogue, 
I was at first unwilling to do the 
hard work involved and to become 
the target of Manchukuo special- 
ists. However, I soon realized that 
I would learn a great deal from the 
undertaking and I could count on 
the help of my good friends, Dr. 
Yosnhitsugu Mishima and Robert 
M. Spaulding, Jr. Between us we 
should do a creditable job and 
three pairs of shoulders should be 
able to support a lot of criticism. 
With their approval I agreed to 
prepare the manuscript. Instruc- 
tions soon arrived from the editor- 
ial offices of Minkus Publications. 

At first glance it seems easy-to 
make a catalogue, especially of 
such a country as Manchukuo, is- 
Suing stamps only from 1932 to 
1945, using modern production 
methods, with no semipostals, post- 
age dues etc.; with only four air- 
mails to be listed. 

The first directive said that the 
stamps should be listed chrono- 
logically. Easy? You try it! Each 
of the so-called regular issues 
came out supposedly at one time. 
But whén you know that the vari- 
ous First Day Covers have differ- 
ent dates which are correct ac- 
cording to postal records, how 
should this be handled? 

And some of the most used val- 
ues of a set are reprinted without 
recognized characteristics. What 
do you do about a value .n a set 
which was made, then withdrawn 
and supposedly completely destroy 
ed—but every now and then one 
can get them unused, even in 
blocks of four, and some authenti- 
cally used copies are known? 

Suppose you have four little sets 
of stamps made for a special pur- 
pose, such as the China Mail 
stamps of Manchukuo. They all 
came out within a short period with 
the same design for the same face 
values. But in between these little 
sets chronologically other com- 
memorative sets were issued. Com- 
mon sense says tc list the China 
Mail sets consecutively for con- 
venience, then proceed with the 
others. But which would you do? 
All of this leads to a major point 
in making a world-wide catalogue, 
namely, editorial policy. 

Before one even starts a section 
of a catalogue, editorial policy 
must be set as a guide to handling 
all the above problems and many 
others. After having worked only 
two hours I became grateful for all 
the rules laid down by the editorial 
staff, and I felt where I had to 
make decisions of my own that 
ultimately what ' did would be 
checked and br. _.t into line with 
the plan of the catalogue as a 
whole. 

After all, who but the editors 
should decide whcre the division 
should be made between a good 
general catalogue and a specialized 
catalogue? They are the ones who 
should know what the stamp buying 
public wants — and they also know 
the problems of producing a cata- 
logue, financial and otherwise — 
and the space limitations. After a 
very short experience, I was only 
too happy to be r lieved of respon- 
sibility and to rest upon the final 
decisions of George A. Tlamsa and 
his editorial staff. 

Now for color. With the instruc- 
tions came a_ beautiful Gibbons 
Color Guide for Stamp Collectors, 
and I was told to name the stamp 
colors in accord with this. Wonder- 
ful. I started happily full of self- 
confidence. So I compared my 
stamps with this little color block 
and that little color block. I looked 
at them in morning, in afternoon, 
by daylight, by artificial light, by 
north light, by south light. I still 
did not know what to name the 
colors. And up to this point I had 
prided myself on my color sense! 

In self defense I investigated the 
color naming problem and learned 
that a really adequate color guide 
has at least 2000 pictured colors, 
not a mere 75. This color guide 
was a nice idea but too simple for 
me. Fortunately, in the instructions 
the first page of the proposed 
manuscript had been written up as 
a starter and the colors of the first 
set of stamps were given. 

Whether or not I agreed with the 
terminology (or the whole, I did), 
I adopted it throughout, using com- 
mon sense in naming the few addi- 
tional colors that were needed. 
What would you have done? Few 
people see colors the same, any- 
way. 

Another problem that arose con- 
cerned perforations. With modern 
machinery that should be simple, 
but in one instance the perforat- 
ing apparatus became worn and 
spraddled. A few sheets of so-called 





mixed perforations were found; 


for example, one stamp came out 
something like this: 12 x 12% x 
12%- x 12%. To me that seemed 
specialist stuff but to my surprise 
the editors wanted to know about 
it! 

Which is more important, a con- 
stant plate vari or a printing 
variety? This Question raged 
among thé three of :s working on 
the Manchukuo listing. For in- 
stance, take the New Year’s stamp. 
A single copy of this with double- 
printed border and a single copy 
with double-printed center are 
known. Of course, there must have 
been 70 of each as the sheet con- 
sisted of 70 subjects. But where are 
they? 

A constant plate variety appears 
once in a_ sheet. Thousands of 
sheets were made and every now 
and- then another example turns 
up. I know which of these I’d spend 
my money on! Scarcity seems to 
enter into a decision of this nature. 

Which leads me to pricing. Ulti- 
mately the editors do the pricing 
but we amateurs were to set down 
what we thought right. Dealers 
must be able to make a living and 
also must use stamp catalogues to 
a certain extent. Therefore the 
basic rate for a common unit must 
be a small set sum even though it 
may be bought in packets or lots 
at a 20th of that. 

However, for medium to high 
priced stamps the decision must be 
made as to what the price should 
be: 1) realistic as of the last known 
Sale; 2) that expected for a good 
average specimen; 3) that expect- 
ed for a perfect specimen sought 
by an affluent collector who is on 
rg spot, sees it, and can’t resist 
Ww: 

In this country it seems to have 
become customary for catalogues 
to price stamps according to #3. 
This allows people to be happy with 
““bargains’’ which they think they 
get at % catalogue or 1/3 catalogue 
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or what have you Which of these 
systems is used in the Manchukuo 
section of the Minkus catalogue I 
wouldn’t know until I see it in final 
form. © do know that the really 
scarce items are unpriced, a policy 
with which I agree. 

As I worked through the Man- 
chukuo manuscript I mourned that 
so much interesting information 
had to be left out. A bibliography 
of three or four specialized pub- 
lications would seem to me most 
desirable but I suppose if this were 
done for every country many more 
pages would have to Se added to 
the volume. At least the guest edi- 
tors will be named. If anyone 
really wants to know more, they 
can write to them. 

Then there are so many details 
that a ‘‘specialist’’ works out for 
himself and longs to see in a cata- 
logue. But that is truly specialist 
material and belongs in that type 
catalogue. The Minkus catalogue 
has allowed us to at least mention 
important varieties and includes 
adequate translations and descrip- 
tions of the stamp designs. This, 
with the accurate dating, should 
go far toward stimulating interest 
in the stamps of Manchukuo. 

Supposedly a new _ world-wide 
postage stamp catalogue should 
benefit from the experience of 
other long-established ones. Un- 
doubtedly it will. but will this work 
to its advantage? Specialists will 
cling to their special catalogues. 
If one has become familiar with a 
particular system and can use it 
reflexively, will he want to change? 
Experts love to have something to 
criticize. Will this new catalogue 
be so good that only paeans of 
praise are forthcoming? I hope not, 
or it will relax limply into uncon- 
troversial oblivion.
